2. These inventions are structurally, chemically and patentably distinct. They have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification. A reference 
anticipating group I invention would not render obvious the Group II or Group III 
invention. The search is therefore not co-extensive and is burdensome. Since the search 
required for Group I is not required for Group II or Group III, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
